BRITISH MAY LOSE

here, the country is to be admitted 
into unconditional membership of the 
League of Nations at that time.

Shortly after Lis graduation from 
the military academy Lieutenant Mc- 
Coy went to Cuba as aide to General 
Wood, There began the long friend- 
ship between the two men which held 
firm until the death of the general. 
From Cuba he went to the Philippines 
and from Mani'a t» Washington as 
aide to President Roosevelt. Then

In 1919 General McCoy went to 
Armenia as chief of staff of the 
American mission to that country, 
quitting that post to become assistant 


to his old friend General Wood when 
the latter was appointed to the Phil- 
ippines.

Beneficial This Year.

“This can be done first, and best, | 
by delivering your cotton to the co- | 
operatives who will advance you a 
large percentage of its value, weigh. | 
class, staple, store, insure it, and sell | 
it gradually at best prices direct to | 
American mills and to foreign mar- | 
kets. If you will not, or for satis- | 
factory reasons cannot, join the co- | 
operatives, then store your cotton, bor- 
row on it if necessary, and sell it | 
gradually yourself. 

“Naturally, the co-operatives, which | 
mean all of you banded together, with | 
government influence and funds back | 
of them, can do this much more ef- . 
fectively than can you acting as sepa- | 
rate individuals. For some years past | 
the co-operatives have exerted quite a | 
marked and beneficial effect upon | 
prices, but this influence could be | 
greatly increased should you put them | 
in control of a greater volume of cot- | 
ton. | 

“Upon your individual decision in | 
this largely depends the price you will | 
receive for your cotton—you can | 
either press it upon an unwilling mar- | 
ket at sacrifice prices or feed it out | 
slowly for much higher figures—it is | 
up to you.”

The departments of commerce 
and of agriculture at Washington

cotton. They claim that the show- 
| {ng will be the most comprehensive 
' and informative exposition of the 
- yalues of cotton that has ever be- 
fore been shown. 

One valuable featvre will be the 
showing of the cotton field pests 
and how to effectively deal with 
them, and that should attract wide 
interest of the growers of the 
staple. Distinct progress is being 
made in pest contrceis and the ef- 
fects thus far realized should be 
generally understood by all who 
are interested in cotton produc- 
tion. 


Again, the federal departments 


4 propose to show in their exhibit 
e the greater profit to the growers 


by confining the cotton planting in 
defined areas to a common type, 
using the same kind of seed and 
producing a uniform grade of staple. 
There can be no debate about the 
business sense of such a co-opera- 
tive plan by the farmers of such a 
defined area, and the federal bu- 
reaus will do a most valuable serv- 
ice to the cotton ‘rdustry if they 
can educate cotton erowers to gen- 
erally adopt the plan.

What is more, and worse, when they are punished for doing some 
harmless thing that is “‘wrong’’ only because a college rule forbids it, 
they develop an inevitable contempt for rule makers and learn to hate 


authority. 


I think it a bad scheme and I don’t want you mixed up in it. 
If I couldn’t trust you out of my sight without a chaperon, I wouldn’t

Why tell people there is no such 
thing as a “cold” and that they should 
use the inane word “cri” (if it is a 
word) to define their affliction? asks 
a correspondent, who then clarifies the 
problem thus: 

“But doctor, there positively is 
such a condition as a ‘cold in the 
head,’ whatever may be the cause 
of it; the nose and the mucous 
membranes actually become cold, 
and warm applications give imme- 
diate relief. Therefore there is no 
better word in our language to 
define that affliction than the 
word ‘cold.’ So why cavil about 
words? A rose by any other name 
would smell as sweet. . . .” 


The critic comes as near as any of | 


them dare approach to a definition of 
a “cold.” Still it remains for a fair 
number of others who believe there is 
such a thing as a “cold” to second 
his motion or accept his definition. I 
fear he would never get a quorum. 
Indeed, this is a rather novel concep- 
tion of a “cold,” I should say. 

There would be little point in cavil- 
ling at the popular term if there were 
any wide agreement in a definition of 
the ailment is stands for. But there's 
the rub, for you can’t get any health 
authority who talks about colds or 
even “the common cold” to define the 
entity.

Charged with robbing the Farmers’ 
National bank of Buda, Texas, of 
$1,000 in 1926, Mrs. Rogers offered 
an insanity defense.

Shortly after her 
arrest she was brought into the dis- 
trict court at Georgetown, Texas, for 
trial on an arson charge, lodged in the 
state’s claim that she fired a vacant 
residence house in Round Rock, just 
prior to the Buda robbery, hoping that 
an adjacent bank would be deserted 
and that she might slip in and rob it. 
The jury disagreed. 

Then she went on -trial at La- 
Grange for the Buda “job.” A 14- 
year penalty was assessed but later 
was reversed. The case went back to 
LaGrange and this time a jury eould 
not be obtained. The transfer to New 
Braunfels followed.

(P)—Postmaster General Walter F. 


Brown, addressing the convention of | 


the National Association ef Postmas- | 
ters today. disclosed plans he is for- 
mulating with a view to reducing the 
deficit in the operation of this de- 
partment. 

“As a prerequisite to an attack 
upon the postal deficit,” Brown said, 
“an important change in keeping the 
department accounts was inaugurated 
with the beginning of the fiscal year. 


‘Heretofore the expenditures of the 
department for all of the services,it 
performed had been charged to ex- 
pense of postal service. The depart- 
ment renders a larve volume of postal 
service for which it receives no com- 
pensation, and ‘furthermore it  per- 
forms important and costly services 
which are essentially ‘non-postal.’ 


“Perhaps a notable example of 
this kind of service,” he said, “is the 
department’s share in the administra- 
tion of merchant marine acts. The 
cost of carrying ocean mails under the 
provision of the merchant marine act 
of 1928 for the current fiscal year 
will be not less than $12,000,000 
more than the service would cost un- 
der poundage rates. 


‘“Under our new accounting system 
the cost of ocean mail contracts, in 
excess of poundage rate, the cost of 
enalty mail carried for the executive 
epartments and independent executive 
establishments, frank mail, ‘free in 
county’ newspapers. mail free for the 
blind, ete., will not be charged to the 
expense of postal operations, but will 
be grouped togethe~ under an appro- 
priate head. The aggregate of our 
postal revenues will then be sub- 
tracted from the aggregate of our 
real postal costs and the difference 
will appear as a true postal deficit.”

While Georgia farmers are expect- 
ed to realize a gain of $50,000,000 on 
crops this year over the returns. of 
last year, as predicted earlier in the 
month in an issue of the Southern 
Ruralist, the gains for the south as 
a whole have been reduced from that 
formerly anticipated, C. A. Cobb, edi- 
tor of the Southern Ruralist, stated 
Friday. 

Commenting on news stories car-| 
ried Friday afternoon, purporting to 
quote the well-known editor on esti-— 
mated reurns for the year, Mr. Cobb 
Stated that the figures used in these 
stories were based upon estimates. 
published in the Southern Ruralist of. 
September 15, showing the crop situa- | 
tien as of August 1. Since then} 
drought conditions experienced in the | 
section west of the Mississippi have 
brought about a considerable change 
in the situation, Mr. Cobb stated. 

“In Georgia the gross income from 
farm products for the year should not 
vary from the former prediction, 
which would represent a gain of $50,- | 
100,000 for the farmers of the state | 
over last year’s results,” the editor! 
stated. “However, the prediction that 
the gain for the year throuchout the 
south as a whole would be well to- 
ward a quarter of a billion dollars 
as compared with the same crops for 
the same period last year, requires 
considerable revision in light of the 
recent drought conditions of the west-. 
ern section, where serious damage was. 
inflicted,” Mr. Cobb stated.

jersies, white and red colored balls 
have been used in practice.

never be brilliant or spectacular. 

Clemson has many advantages that 
should bring about a fine football 
situation. First of all there is noth- 
ing there but the college campus. The 
men live under rather strict military 
rule, which results in rigid regularity 
as to meals and sleeping hours. The 
entire cadet corps eats in one large 
mess hall. and the football squad, in- 
cluding every prospect who reports, 
is’ segregated in one end of the hall, 
where its diet can be supervised, 
regulated and supplemented. This in 
reality amounts to a real training ta- 
ble, absolutely legally conducted, with 
all of its advantages and none of the 
disadvantages that bring training ta- 
bles into disrepute. 

The mess hall is managed by one of 
the most capable mess stewards I have 
ever known, Captain Doug Harcomb. 
The regular cadet fare is far better 
than the food that over 90 per cent 
of our student body gets at fraternity 
tables, boarding houses and restau- 
rants. The mess hall solves a serious 
problem that other coaches have to 
contend with. I have always consid- 
ered Doug Harcomb a very important 
item in the recent success of the Clem- 
son team. His hall is one of the most 
pleasant places to go with a visiting 
team of athletes I have ever visited. 


| Early Start. | 


Classes at Clemson college usually 
open earlier than at most other con- 
ference schools, so Clemson is able to 
get a little jump on other teams, It 
is able to open up its season toda 
with a game against Newberry col- 
lege, while other teams still have two 
weeks of preparation to complete be- 
fore starting their season. 

1 of these things point to the 
probability of eontinued success at 
Clemson. Certainly the South Caro- 
lina colleges, Furman and the Uni- 
versity of South Carolina in particu- 
lar, have plenty of respect for Clem- 
son this year. Every man who met 
Bill Laval during the summer com- 
mented on his unusual state of mind— 
not being able to talk baseball, but 
always talking about what he was 
planning to do in the Clemson game 
this year. Florida may beat Clemson, 
but I. shall not be surprised if the 
score disappoints a majority of 
guessers, 

Georgia, of course, cannot be re- 
garded as better than a, dark horse at 
present. The question of how dark 
this steed will be remains to be seen, 
and depends on what Coaches Mehre 
and Thomas and Shiver can get. out 
of a crowd of willing but inexperi- 
enced backs. The prospect is nothing 
to rave about at. present, but I am 
sure that by the time the Yale game 
(and the subsequent games with 
North Carolina, Florida and Tulane) 
rolls around no one will be singing 
the song of the “Old Gray Mare.” 

In ranking the conference teams I 
should make three divisions, First, the 
two favorites appear to be Georgia 
Tech and Alabama. The next grou 
includes Tennessee, Florida and Nort 
Carolina, all of whom deserve high 
ranking. The next division is the

Cambridge, Mass., Septem- 
ber 20.—(AP)—The widely 
scattered sons of old John Har- 
vard are entertaining high 
hopes this season as the Crim- 
son has the most promising 
football squad that has assem- 
bled in the stadium since the 
days of the immortal Percy 
Haughton.

The line, 
which will undoubtedly be his first- 
string combination, is now complete 
except for one position, right tackle, 
and there are seven promising can- 
didates battling for this vacancy.

Fumble Edict.

Nashville, September 20.— 
The committee on _ football 


rules has made changes in ap- }— 
proximately 30 rules or Sec- § 


tions. These, in the main, are 
alterations intended to clarify. 

There are two 
changes particularly important in ef- 
fect. Under the present rules it is 
virtually impossible for the defensive 


team to advance the ball except after | a 
the interception of a forward pass and » 


after catching punts. 

A ball which has been fumbled and 
recovered by the defensive team after 
striking the ground is dead at 
point of recovery. Possession of the 


ball is given to the defensive team 


which recovers a fumble, but thé ball 
cannot be advanced. 
DETRACTION. 

Many believe that this change has 
detracted from the game, in that the 
unexpected spectacular run for touch- 
down by a defensive player after re 
covery of a fumble is no longer per- 
mitted. The majority of coaches, 
however, favored the change. Many 
games have been lost, particularly 
some conspicuous ones during the 
1928 season, by stronger teams to sub- 
stantially weaker elevens because. of 
a touchdown after recovery of a fum- 


ble. 
Another result of changes in the 


rules makes it impossible for a kick-" 


ing team to advance the ball after 
recovery. This applies, under the let- 
ters of the rules, to kick-offs. The 
advantage of the carefully planned 
kickoff fér recovery and run is there- 
fore eliminated so far as. any run 
after recovery is concerned. 

It has been pointed out by some 
that the offensive team which fumbles 
may recover and adyance the ball: 
This has always been the rule and it 
is apparently not the intention of the 
committee to change it. 

‘ INDEFINITE RULES. 


Heretofore the rules have been 
somewhat indefinite with respect to 
what. constituted interference by the 
offensive team under a forward pass. 
The purpose of the screened pass. was 
to get ineligible offensive men down 
the field to be in the way of the de- 
fensive team in its attempt to inter- 
cept the forward pass.

ing session of the stock market. 

The market began the day rather 
Although the overnight 
announcement of an increase of $95,- 
000,000 in brokers’ loans, coming on 
top of four successive weeks of sharp 
advances, caused an undercurrent of 
uneasiness. Bullishness prevailed in 
many quarters and there was an in- 
clination to explain it away by point- 
ing to the several new listings which 
had to be financed during the week. 
Bears were able to launch a rather 
effective drive before noon, however, 
and no sooner had operators for tne 
advance regained control of the price 
movement in the afternoon, than the 
break in Radio threw the market into 
turmoil. 

Cali money renewed at 8 per cent 
and held at that figure all day, and 
bankers were inclined to regard the 
credit situation as fairly satisfactory. 
The week-end business and trade re- 
views reported no siginificant changes, 
either, for the better or the worse. 
There was no news regarding Radio or 
other stocks to account for the decline, 
and the quest for the cause of the 
break turned to brokerage houses with 
foreign connections. From them that 
heavy selling was found to be ema- 
nating. 

London Reports Adverse. 
Wall Street was inclined, therefore,
